is there for your protection, It 
guards against overloads and abnor- 
maily high charges which might 
heat the wiring circuit. For the saf- 
ety of your family and your build- 
ings, use fuses of the correct size 
and maintain them in working order, 
Tf a fuse is plugged or in any way 
short circuited, it offers no protec- 
tion whatsoever. Fuses are not ex- 
pensive; keep a supply in reserve.

Gen, A. G. L. McNaughton, Can- 
ada’s representative on the United 
Nation Security Council, said in a 
Paris interview that no time will be 
lost in pressing for action on ‘a for- 
mula for atomic. energy contol. 


McNaughton. said the iy 
powers would “act immediately” to 
summis a meeting of the Big Five 
and Canada on at lIéast the level of 
foreign ministers and “perhaps even 
the heads of states and prime min- 
isters.” The Canadian delegate said 


he was. certain the countries con- , 


cerned Would arrange the meeting 
in view of the urgency of the prob- 
lem, 

Delegates of the western powers 
gave high praise to Gen. McNaugh- 
ton accomplishment in steering an 
atom plan through the United Na- 
tions General Assembly last week, 
Forty countries approved the con- 
trol plan as outlined in the Canadian 
resolution introduced by McNaugh- 
ton Sept, 30. Six. Russian-bloc coun- 
tries opposed the plan and’ four ab- 
stained from voting. 

The plan involves setting up a 
world agency which will own on be- 
half of the signatory countries all 
the uranium and thor'um mined in 
their territories,

sed atom control, a Paris newspaper
